At the west 
end the grain is received from the wagons on 
a truck which passes over # pair of scales of 
the same capacity as on the. lower floor, where 
it is checked by the warehouseman and re- 
ported to the office and distributed into the 
various bins as required. All the arrange- 

ments are of the most practical kind and of 
the most convenient character. It is calen- 

lated the capacity of the building is about 
$0,000 bushels. For the purposes of deliver. 
ing the grain from the Kiserent bins there 
are some twenty spouts so arranged that by 
a tin conductor they discharge into the car on 
the lower story. There is no lifting grain 
except faking it from the wagon and putting 
it on the car at the platform where it is re- 

ceived, after that it moves downward into 
the bins, then through the spouts in the car 
on the tramway, and then out of the side 
doors inte the grain cars. The building is 
owned by Messrs. Wood & Ross Bros. and is 
a credit to the village as well as a great con- 
venience to this section of the country. The 
present prospects are that it will be used to 
ite full capacity this fall.

His partner, Sidney Minea, 
was called, and swore substantially to the 
same thing as to time, loss of property, and 
the distance he was away when Collins set fire 
tothe stack bottom, viz., two rods; When 
the base commenced Mr. Henderson, who ap- 
peared for Collins, had the witnesses sent owt 
of Court so that they should not be guided 
by each other's evidence, After Sidney Minea, 
Francis Willet was called, son of the com. 
plainant, and it was evident when he had 
given his testimony what Mr. Henderson's
